Federal is a mere 10¢ per acre. 

The taxpayers of Crawford 
County wish to enlist your as- 
sistance in adjusting the per 
acre tax on Federal properties 
in our county and any “‘sugges- 
tions’? to our state legislators 
l from you along these lines would 
be appreciated. I understand 
that proposals in this vein are 
now being considered and if this 
be true, again we would wish to 
enlist your assistance. 

It is my feeling that when a 
situation of disproportionate own- 
‘ership exists as does in Craw- 
|ford County, an inverse rele- 
tionship should be used as 
the criteria, such that at some 
point of government ownership 
of land (e.g. 33% ), the local gov- 
ernment’s should receive an in- 
crease in the per acre “‘in lieu 
of taxes” allotment in a relation- 
ship to the decreased amount of 
taxable private land.

Pollution Fight 
Linked to Relief 
On Depreciation 


Depreciation tax relief for 
industry as proposed by the 
Administration should not 
be looked on as a windfall to 
corporate taxpayers at the 
expense of the people, but as 
one way to make it possible 
for industry to pay for pollu- 
tion cantre! equipment re- 
quired by new laws, arrord. 
ing to W. P. Gullander, presi- 
dent of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers. 

Estimates of the cost of 
air and water control devices 
to industry in the next five 
years run as high as $52 bil- 
lion, Mr. Gullander said. 

He listed several possible 
ways for industry to meet the 
“terrific burden” of installing 
such equipment and said that 
“since pollution control in- 
volves substantial net bene- 
fits to saciety, the cost should 
be widely shared.” 

Industry recognizes that it 
is on the front line of improv- 
ing air and water quality and 
he urged Congress to move 
quickly and to consider all 
factors in helping companies 
to meet their responsibilities. 

Plant closings, reduced em- 
ployment, and cancellation of 
plans for industrial projects 
on the basis of pollution fears 
can be avoided, he said, if 
better government-industry 
cooperation can be achieved. 

Allewing industry to de- 
preciate pollution control 
equipment more rapidiy than 
now permitted by tax laws is 
a dramatic example of how 
the public might benefit from 
depreciation reform, he said. 
Among the advantages would 
he that faster write-offs 
wanuld be relatively simple in 
application and would avoid 
administrative problems and

Aithough early man did 
not have modern instruments 
to identify gemstones, he did 
put them in the right “peck- 
ing” order accocding to their 
hardness, durability, sparkle. 
The stone age ax, for exam- 
ple. was made of jade, the 
most durable of gems, 

Typically, diamonds are the 
hardest gem; rubies the most 
chemically inert, and zircons 
are tops in thermal resist- 


ence, 


order of hardness are corun- 
dum (the sapphire and the 
ruby; the sapphire and ruby 
stars; the Linde synthetic 
stars). 

Then comes alexandrite, 
cats eye, Linde simulated 
diamonds, the topaz, spinel, 
beryl (emerald and Linde 
emerald) zireen, garnet, tour- 
maline, amethyst and tiger’s 
eye quartz, chalcedony (onyx, 
blood stone, and sard) jade, 
peridot, spodumene, feldspar

The hardness of gemstones 
has always been of interest to 
some companies because of 
the rigid industrial require- 
ments for cutting textile 
thread guides, various aero- 
space components, jewel 
bearings, and other fine 
equipment. 

For example, Union Car- 
bide began its research in 
synthetic gem materials back 
in 1939. As a result of its 
synthetic sapphires and rub- 
ies, the company was able 
to create special maser and
